(Heavy Weight) 

PATONS SUPER WHEELING 


KNITWEAR FASHIONS 


SOCKS, with French Heel and Flat 
Toe, worked on two needles (see 
Fig. A). 

MATERIALS:—6 02 . PATONSL 
SUPER WHEELING. Two No. 10 ' 
“BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. A Beehive 
Stitch-holder. 

TENSION:—7 sts. to inch in width 
(not stretched) must be obtained. 
If, using needles recommended, more 
than 7 sts. to inch are obtained, needles a 
si 2 e coarser should be tried; if less than 
7 sts., then a si 2 e finer. Whatever si 2 e of 
needles found suitable by Knitter, it 
is absolutely essential that fabric 
should measure 7 sts. to inch. 



ABBREVIATIONS: — K. = Knit 
plain; P. = Purl; st. = stitch; tog. = 
together; t.b.l.=through back of loops; 
p.s.s.o. = pass slipped st. over. 
RECIPE:—Cast on 59 sts. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.—* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to 
last st., K.l. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows until work 
measures 5 ins. from commencement, 
ending with 2nd row, increasing one st. 
at beginning of last row. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
Repeat these two rows for 2£ ins., 
ending with a purl row. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, 
decreasing once at each end of needle in 
next and evei^r following 8th row until 
54 sts. remain. 

Continue without shaping until work 


measures 12 ins. from commencement, 
ending with a plain knitted row. 

In next row K.l, P.13, turn. 

Work on these 14 sts. for first half of 
heel as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.l, P.12, K.l. 

Repeat 1 st and 2nd rows ten times, then 
1st row once. 

Shape for heel as follows:— 

1st row.—K.1, P.3, P.2 tog., turn. 

2nd and alternate rows.—Knit plain. 
3rd row.—K.l, P.4, P.2 tog., turn. 

5th row.—K.l, P.5, P.2 tog., turn. 

7th row.—K.l, P.6, P.2 tog., turn. 

9th row.—K.l, P.7, P.2 tog. 

Break off wool, slip the 26 sts. from 
left-hand needle on to a stitch-holder. 
Join in wool and work on remaining 
14 sts. as follows:— 

1st row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
2nd row.—Knit plain. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows ten times, then 
1st row once. 

Shape for heel as follows:— 

1st row.—K.4, K.2 tog., turn. 

2nd and alternate rows.—Purl to last 
st., K.l. 

3rd row.—K.5, K.2 tog., turn. 

5th row.—K.6, K.2 tog., turn. 

7th row.—K.7, K.2 tog., turn. 

9th row.—K.8, K.2 tog. 

10th row.—K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 
11th row.—K.9, knit up 16 sts. at 
side of heel; knit 26 instep sts.; knit up 
16 sts. at side of heel and remaining 9 sts. 
(there should now be 76 sts. on needle). 
Shape for instep as follows:— 

1st and alternate rows.—K.l, purl to 
last st., K.l. 

2nd row. — K.23, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.23. 

4th row. —K.22, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.22. 

6th row. —K.21, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.21. 

8th row. —K.20, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.20. 

10th row. —K.19, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.19. 

12th row. — K.18, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.18. 

14th row. —K.17, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.L, K.17. 
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ALTERNATIVE QUALITIES TO THOSE RECOMMENDED 

If unable to obtain Double Knitting, or Super Wheeling, 
the following qualities can be substituted, using the weight 
stated but working two strands together, throughout :— 
PATONS ROSE, or WHITE HEATHER, Fingering, 4-ply ; 
DIANA, 4-ply ; PURPLE HEATHER Fingering, 4-ply. 
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16th row.— K.16, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.16. 

18th row. —K.15, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.15. 

20th row. —K.14, K.2 tog., K.26, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.14. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, 
without shaping, until foot measures 
(from where sts. were knitted up at 
side of heel):— 

6 ins. for a 10-in. foot. 

61 ins. for a 101-in. foot. 

7 ins. for an 11-in. foot (ending with a 
purl row). 

Shape for toe as follows:— 

1st row.— K.l 1, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.22, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.11. 

2nd and 4th rows. —K.l, purl to last 
st., K.l. 

3rd row. —K.10, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.20, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.10. 

5th row.— K.9, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l8, K.2 tog., K.2, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.9. 

Continue, decreasing 4 sts. in every 
alternate row until 20 sts. remain, 
ending with a purl row. 

Slip these sts. on to a length of wool. 
With a damp cloth and hot iron press 
carefully. Sew up seam, by joining 
corresponding ridges (formed by st. 
knitted at each end of every row), 
stretching seams so as to allow full 
elasticity. Divide sts. evenly on to two 
needles, with seam to centre, and graft 
sts. together. 

Work another Sock in same manner. 

MITTENS (see Fig. B). 
MATERIALS:— 3 oz. PATONS 
SUPER WHEELING. Four No. 10 
“BEEHIV E” Knitting. Needles, 
with points at both ends, measured by 
: Beehive gauge. 

For tension and abbreviations, see 
page 2. 

RECIPE:—Cast on 52 sts., 18 on each 
a of first and second needles and 16 
on third. 

1st round. —* K.l, P.1, repeat from * 
to end of round. 

Repeat this round thirty-five times. 


Work 10 rounds in plain knitting. 

47th round. —P.1, increase once in 
next st., K.l, increase once in next st., 
K.l, P.1, knit plain to end of round. 
**48th and 49th rounds. —Knit plain, 
purling sts. which were purled in 
previous round. 

50th round. —P.1, increase once in 
next st., knit plain to last 2 sts. before 
purl st., increase once in next st., K.l, 
P.1, knit plain to end of round **. 
Repeat from ** to ** until there are 18 
sts. between 2 purled sts. 

Repeat 48th and 49th rounds once. 

In next round K.l, cast on 4 sts., slip 
next 18 sts. on to a thread and leave for 
Thumb, knit plain to end of round. 
Work 10 rounds in plain knitting. 
Work 10 rounds in rib of (K.l, P.l). 
Cast off loosely. 

THUMB. —Divide 18 sts. which 
were left on to two needles; with a third 
needle knit up 4 sts. between two 

Work 6 rounds in plain knitting. 
Work 6 rounds in rib of (K.l, P.l). 

Cast off loosely. 

Work another Mitten in same manner. 
With a damp cloth and hot iron press 
carefully. 

GLOVES, worked on two needles 
(see Fig. C). 

MATERIALS:— 4 oz. PATONS 
SUPER WHEELING. Two No. 10 
“BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. 

For tension and abbreviations, see 

RECIPE:—RIGHT-HAND GLOVE. 

—Cast on 56 stitches. 

1st row.— K.3, * P.2, K.2, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row.—K.l, * P.2, K.2, repeat 
from * to last 3 sts., P.2, K.l. 

Repeat these - V rows sixteen times, 
increasing 2 st' .1A last row. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K.27, P.l, K.5, P.l, K.24. 
2nd row.— K. 1 , P.23, K.l, P.5, K.l, 
P.26, K. 1. Repeat these two rows once. 
5th row.—K.27, P.l, increase once in 
next st., K.2, increase once in next st., 
K.l, P.l, K.24. 
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6th row.—K.1, P.23, K.1, P.7, K.l, 
P.26, K.l. 

7th row.—K.27, P.1, K.7, P.1, K.24. 
Repeat 6th and 7th rows once, then 
6th row once. 

11th row.—K.27, P.1, increase once in 
next st., K.4, increase once in next st., 
K.l, P.1, K.24. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, 
increasing once inside each of purl sts. 
in every following 6th row, until there 
are 15 sts. between 2 purl sts. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K.l, P.23, K.l, P.15, K.l, 
P.26, K.1. 

2nd row.—K.27, P.1, K.15, P.1, K.24. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows once, then 
1st row once. 

THUMB. —1st row.—K.44, turn. 

2nd row.—K. 1, P. 16, cast on 4 sts.,turn. 
3rd row.—K.21. 

4th row.—K.l, P.19, K.l. 

Repeat 3rd and 4th rows seven times. 
19th row. flgl, K.2 tog.) seven 

20th and 22nd rows.—K.l, P.12, K.l. 
21st row.—K.14. 

23rd row.—(K.2 tog.,.K.l) four times, 
K.2 tog. 

24th row.—K.l, P.7, K.l. 

25th row.—(K.1, K.2 tog.) three times. 
Break off wool, run end through 
remaining sts., draw up and fasten off 
securely. With right side of work facing, 
join in wool and knit up 4 sts. from 4 
cast-on sts. at base of Thumb, and work¬ 
ing across sts. which were left, K.24. 
1st row.—K.l, P.53, K.l. 

2nd row.—Knit plain. 

Repeat these two rows six times, then 

FIRST^FINGER. —In next row K.35, 
turn; K.l, P.15, cast on 2 sts., turn. 
Work on these 18 sts. as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.l, P.16, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows nine times. 

21st row.—(K.1, K.2 tog.) six times. 
22nd and 24th rows.—K.l, P.10, K.l. 
23rd row.—K.l2. 

25th row.—(K.l, K.2 tog:) four times. 
26th row.—K.l, P.6, K.l. 

27th row.—(K.2 tog., K.l) . twice, 
K.2 tog. 


Finish off as given for Thumb. 
SECOND FINGER.— With right side 
of work facing, join in wool and knit up 
2 sts. from 2 cast-on sts. at base of First 
Finger, K.7, turn; K.l, P.15, cast on 
2 sts., turn. 

Work on these 18 sts. as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.l, P.16, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows eleven times. 
Decrease and finish off as given for 
First Finger. 

THIRD FINGER.— With right side 
of work facing, join in wool and knit up 
2 sts. from 2 cast-on sts. at base of Second 
Finger, K.7, turn; K.l, P.15, cast on 
2 sts., turn. 

Work on these 18 sts. as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.l, P.16, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows ten times. 
Decrease and finish off as given for 
First Finger. 

FOURTH FINGER.— With right side 
of work facing, knit up 2 sts. from 2 
cast-on sts. at base of Third Finger, K.6, 
turn; K.l, P.11, K.l. 

Work on these 13 sts. as follows:— 

1st row.—Knit plain. 

2nd row.—K.1, P.11, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows five times. 

13th row.—K.l, (K.2 tog., K.l) four 

14th and 16th rows.—K.l, P.7, K.l. 
15th row.—K.9. - 

17th row.—(K.l, K.2 tog.) three times. 
18th row.—K.l, P.4, K.l. 

19th row.—(K.l, K.2 tog.) twice.' ■;, 
Finish off as given for First Finger. 
LEFT-HAND GLOVE.— Cast on 
56 sts. 

1st row.—K.3, * P.2, K.2, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row— K.l, '* P.2, K.2, repeat 
from * to last 3 sts., P.2, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows sixteen times, 
increasing 2 sts. in last row. 

Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K.24, P.1, K.5, P.1, K.27. 
2nd row.—K.l, P.26, K.l, P.5, K.l, 
P.23, K. 1. Repeat these two rows once. 
5th row.—K.24, P.l, increase once in 
next st., K.2, increase once in next st., 
K.l, P.l, K.27.

THUMB.—1st row.—K.41, cast on 
4 sts., turn. 

2nd row.—K. 1, P. 19, K. 1, turn. 

3rd row. —K.21. Repeat 2nd and 3rd 
rows seven times, then 2nd row once. 
Decrease and finish off as given for 
Right-hand Glove, commencing at 
19th row. With right side of work 
facing, join in wool and knit up 4 sts. 
from4 cast-on sts. at base of Thumb, and 
working across sts. which were left, 
K.27. Proceed as follows:— 

1st row.—K.l, P.53, K.l. 

2nd row.—-Knit plain. Repeat these 
two rows six times, then 1st row once. 
FIRST FINGER.— In next row K.35, 
cast on 2 sts., turn; K.l, P.16, K.l, turn. 
Work on these 18 sts. as given for 
First Finger of Right-hand Glove. 
SECOND FINGER. —With right side 
of work facing, knit up 2 sts. from 2 
cast-on sts. at base of First Finger, K.7, 
cast on 2 sts., turn; K.l, P.16, K.l, turn. 
Work on these 18 sts. as given for 
Second Finger of Right-hand Glove. 
THIRD FINGER. —With right side 
of work facing, knit up 2 sts. from 2 
cast-on sts. at base of Second Finger, K.7, 
cast on 2 sts., turn; K.l, P.16, K.l, turn. 
Work on these 18 sts. as given for Third 
Finger of Right-hand Glove. 

FOURTH FINGER.— With right side 
of work facing, knit up 2 sts. from 2 
cast on-sts. at base of Third Finger, K.6, 
turn; K.l, P.11, K.l. 

Work on these 13 sts. as given for Fourth 


Finger of Right-hand Glove. Sew up 
Thumb, Finger and side seams, joining 
seams by sewing together correspond¬ 
ing ridges (formed by st. knitted at each 
end of every row). With a damp cloth 
and hot iron press carefully. 

SOCKS, worked on two needles 
(see Fig. D). 

MATERIALS:— 6 oz. PATONS 
SUPER WHEELING. Two No. 10 
“BEEHIVE” Knitting Needles, 
measured by Beehive gauge. 
TENSION:— 1 \ sts. to inch in width 
(measured flat) measured over (K.4, 
P.2) rib, must be obtained. If, using 
needles recommended, more than sts. 
to inch are obtained, needles a size 
coarser should be tried; if less than 1 \ 
sts., then a size finer. Whatever size of 
needles found suitable by Knitter, it 
is absolutely essential that fabric 
should measure sts. to inch.

RECIPE:—Cast on 61 sts. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.l, repeat 
from * to last st., K.l. 

2nd row. —* K.l, P.1, repeat from * to 
last st., K.l. 

Repeat these two rows for 4 ins., 
ending with 1st row. 

In next row K.l, P.1, K.l, * increase 
once in next st., (K.l, P.l) four times, 
increase once in next st., (P.l, K.l) 
four times, repeat from * to last 4 sts., 
increase once in next st., K.l, P.l, K.l 
(there should now be 68 sts. on needle). 
Proceed as follows:— 


1st r 
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2ndrow.—K.l, P.2, * K.2, P.4, repeat 
from * to last 5 sts., K.2, P.2, K.l. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows for 3 ins., 
ending with 2nd row. 

Continue in pattern, decreasing once at 
each end of needle in next and every 
following 6th row until 60 sts. remain. 
Work 3 ins. without shaping, ending 
with wrong side of work facing. 

Shape for heel as follows:— 

1st row.—K.17, (P.2, K.4) four times, 
P.2, K.17. 

2nd row.—K.l, P.12, K.l, turn. 

3rd row.—Knit plain. Work 18 rows 
in plain, smooth fabric, on these 14 sts. 
22nd row.-^-K.l, P.3, P.2 tog., turn. 
23rd row.—K.5. Repeat 22nd and 23rd 
rows seven times, then 22nd row once. 
Break off wool and slip first 32 sts. 
from left-hand needle on to a thread. 
Commencing again on 14 sts. which 
were left, join in wool and K. 1, P. 12, K. 1. 
Work 18 rows in plain, smooth fabric, 
on these 14 sts. Proceed as follows:— 
1st row.—K.4, slip 1, K.l,p.s.s.o., turn. 
2nd row.—P.4, K.l. 

Repeat these two rows eight times. 

19th row.—K.5, knit up 13 sts. 
evenly from side of heel; work in 
pattern across 32 instep sts.; knit up 13 
sts. evenly from other side of heel and 
knit remaining 5 heel sts. (there should 
now be 68 sts. on needle). 

20th row.—K.l, P.20, (K.2, P.4) four 
times, K.2, P.20, K.l. 

21st row.— K.16, K.2 tog., K.3, (P.2, 
K.4) four times, P.2, K.3, K.2 tog.t.b.L, 
K.16. 

Work 3 rows n pattern without 
shaping, also after 25th and 29th rows. 
25th rowwK.15, K.2 tog., K.3, (P.2, 
K.4) four times, P.2, K.3, K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.15. 

29th row.—K.14, K.2 tog., K.3, (P.2, 
K.4) four times, P.2, K.3, K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.14. 

33rd row.— K.13, K.2 tog., K.3, (P.2, 
K.4) four times, P.2, K.3, K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
K.13. 

Continue in pattern without shaping, 


until foot measures (from where sts

Divide sts. which 
were left on to two needles, with seam 
to centre, and graft sts. 

Work another Sock in same manner.
